11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Lemieux properly addresses all the limitations in claims 25 and 53. Applicant argues that since each alternative primary 
reference clock source is utilized based on the operation mode selected upon a degradation or a failure, the clock sources are 
not selected as a function of their accuracy, as recited in the claims. However, a review Fig. 3 and the cited sections of Lemieux 
presented in the final action dated 8/21/2008 reveals that the underlying selection of the operational modes is based on the 
accuracy of each the alternative primary clocks, such that the most accurate and available clock is selected. There is nothing in 
the claims that says the function cannot be implemented as separate operation modes. Thus, Lemieux teaches selecting a clock 
source as a function of it's accuracy.
